“ What will I do with my fam ily ? ” 
every man asked the other.

He had received no word of 
the landing of the marines. 
The curb 
of the embassy was lined with auto­ 
mobiles and coaches and the offices 
were tilled with drawn faced men.

One paper tried to make 
ii easy for the Americans by say ing 
that Americans in the capital deplor­ 
ed the Vera 
Cruz affair.

Even the little children of this capi-j 
tal will rise against them.” 
By three 
o’eloek there were marching, singing 
crowds in the street 
y elling : “ Death 
to the Yankees.” 


It rained all day — an ex traordin­ 
ary thing in Mex ico City 
and Amer­ 
icans took shelter in “ coaches” — the 
ty pical Mex ican 
carriage— and hid 
under the rubber tarpauline. 
A day 
of sunshine might have meant b lo o d ­ 
sh ed . 
The train which left for Yera Cruz 
at 8:10 Tuesday evening was jam m ­ 
ed to the g uards with 
Americans. 
Even sick persons had been placed 
aboard. 
This train never reached 
Yera Cruz. 
It got within 14 miles of 
that city and was turned hack re­ 
turning to Mex ico City with its load 
of Americans .'hi hours later. 
The mobs on Tuesday afternoon 
attacked the hotel Porter and Amer­ 
ican place, the American club and 
the American 
consulate, 
smashing 
windows with stones and y elling for 
Yankee blood. 
Guests of tin* Ameri­ 
can hotels were forced out, without 
g etting their belongings. 
The Ameri­ 
can Club was abandoned. Americans 
took shelter in private houses. 
As 
night fell, the crowds became more 


violent. 
Policemen were 
sent to the em­ 
bassy to guard it, but in the center 
of the. town they made no effort to 


s t op rioting. 
It was a member of 
Huerta’s house of deputies who led a 
crowd at <>ne o’clock in the morning 
to the American Club to batter the 
doors for admission. 
Later lie led 
this same crowd to Fiskes’ American 
jewelry store and amid the firing of 
their revolvers, they looted the place 
of 810,000 worth of jewelry while the 
law-maker looked on. 
Scores of American men gathered 
in the basement of tin* embassy that 
night and prepared 27 5 
rifles and 


machine g uns which Huerta had per­ 


mitted O’Shaug hnessy to receive a 


week 
before. 
A 
jeering, 
hooting 


crowd of Mex icans gathered in front. 


“ The J apanese will help us,” was 
one of their cries. 
The Americans 
loaded their rifles but the police dis­ 
persed the mob, which moved on. 


O’Shaug hnessy in t he meantime wa s 


try ing to cable Washing ton bat he 
could receive no answer.

However, a house which gives s a t­ 
isfaction in Maine will also give good 
results in Texas or California. 
The 
best site for a poultry house in tiny 
location is one where good water 
and air drainage are available. 
The 
floor and y ards will then he dry. The 
house should not occupy a low hol­ 
low in which cold air settles. 
Where 
ever possible a southern or south­ 
eastern exposure should he selected, 
although this is not essential if there 
is any good reason for facing the 
house in a different direction. 


“Poultry House 
Construction” is 
the title of the departm ent’s 
new 
Farm ers’ Bulletin (No. 
57 4), 
in 
which are explained the main fea ­ 
tures that should be considered, and 
in which pictures and plans of sa tis­ 
factory houses are shown. 
Every 
poultryman who contemplates erect­ 
ing new 
poultry 
buildings 
should 
write to the department for this bul­ 
letin, which will he sent him free on 
aplieation, 
a s long as the 
depart­ 
ment s’s supply kists. 


There are two popular 
ways 
in 
which to raise poultry, the “intensive 
system ” and the 
“colony 
system.” 
1 be first of these aims t<> save step", 
and accomplishes tlii" purpose. Long 
stationary houses are 
used. 
It 
is 
easier, however, to keep 
the 
birds 
healthy and to reproduce the stock 
under the second system. 


Under the colony system the birds 
are allowed free range, the houses, 
which hold about 100 hens each, be­ 
ing placed from 
200 
to 
250 
feet 
apart, so that the stock will not kill 
the grass. 
This 
system 
may 
be 
adapted to severe winter conditions 
by drawing the colony houses togeth­ 
er in a convenient place at the be­ 
ginning of winter, thus reducing the 
labor during the cold months. 
The 
first system is more suited for liens 
used solely for the production of 
market eggs than for those used to 
breed stock. 
Fences mean an outlay of money, 
and this outlay is more or 
l e s s con­ 
tinuous, 
a s they must he maintained 
a fte r being installed. 
There 
s h o u l d 
be as few fences ¡ s possible dividing 
the l o t s and the yards, 
a s land can 
____ be kept “sweet” more easily if not 
fenced, and fresh, sweet land is a 
valuable asset in poultry raising. 
'On good soil, a greensward may be 
kept lip by 
allowing 
299 >to 
259 
square feet of land per bird. 
This 
means 217 or 174 birds 
per 
acre.

latter may be inclined inward at an 
angle of 59°, or a strand of barbed 
wire may la* used

<-Iip the wing feathers of one wing of 
these birds that persist in getting 
out. 
A board or strip along the top 
ot the fence is not advisable.

Posts may be set or driven into 
the ground.

to 19 feet apart, with common poul­ 
try netting, or Hi to 20 feet, with 
woven wire. 
Gorner posts should be 
about 8 inches in diameter and be set 
4 feet in the ground, while interven­ 
ing posts may la* 4 to 5 inches in 
in diameter and set 3 feet in the 
ground. 
That part of the post which 
is set in the ground may la* charred 
or treated with some wood preserva­ 
tive to advantage, while corner posts 
should be lirmlv braced or set in ce­ 
ment. 


All buildings and appliances on a 
poultry farm will la* improved great­ 
ly, both in appearance and in serv­ 
iceability by tin* addition of paint. 
One may buy ready-mixed paints, 
or may pun-base paste pigments and 
oil 
and mix 
them. 
All 
s u r f a c e s 
should lie clean ami dry before they 
are painted. 
Use a 
priming coat 
made of equal parts of paint and 
linseed oil and cover with one or 
more coats of paint, which should be 
thoroughly rubbed into the surface. 


Whitewash is the cheapest of all 
paints, and may be used either for 
exterior or interior surfaces. 
It can 
be made by slaking about 19 pounds 
of quicklime in a pail with 2 gallons 
of water, covering the pail with a 
cloth or burlap and allowing it to 
slake for one hour. 
W ater is then 
added to bring the whitewash to a 
consistency which may be applied 
readily. 


A weatherproof whitewash for c*x- 
teiior s u r f a c e s may be made as fol­ 
lows: 
(1) Slake 1 bushel of quick­ 
lime in 12 g a l l o n s of hot w ater; ( 2 ) 
dissolve 2 pounds of common salt 
and 1 pound of sulphate of zinc in 
2 g a l l o n s of boiling water; pour 
( 2 ) 
into (1), then add 2 gallons of skim 
milk and mix thoroughly.

face with a broad brush.

“I ’v e ridden into a bunch of them 
and mowed them down with a ma~ 
elate as it they were 
do g s,*’ one 
American told me.

ion at this moment letters threaten 
ing his 
life when the rebels 
enter 
Mex ico 
( ity . He js rich and 
influen­ 
tial and liis i o it line has been made 
in M ex ico . 


“ it was the only wav to treat them, 
he said. “Now and then some of them 
would get drunk on my ranch in Tam­ 
p ico. 1 found tin* best way to do was 
to ride right in amongst them with 
a big knife am* slash right and left, 
as they scattered. 
If any showed 
fight I d shook them. 
Rev olv er in one 
hand, and 
machete in the 
other. 
1 hat was the way I used to lix them. 
W ed hav e the funeral the nex t day 
and p eace for a long time after that. 
I d hav e the gov ernor of (be state 
and the may or of the nearest town 
on m y p ay roll and I’d rep ort the 
slaughter to them— it was alway s a 
slaughter, too, let me tell y ou—and 
they ’d alway s 
answer that I had 
done just right. 
Those were good 
old day s, the Diaz day s.

“One time I had a quarry ing con­ 
tract on the west coast,” another 
rich American told me recently . 
“ I 
had about G,000 v ery religious M ex i­ 
can Indians. 
As soon 
a s 1 got my 
camp established an archbishop sent 
out a p riest. 
He rigged up a church

“The bargain lasted two y ears un­ 
til the old p riest was called away and 
a new one came. 
He was dead hon­ 
e s t; I couldn’t do a tiling with him. 
Ib‘ started 
ringing the hell on the 
old schedule. 
1 told him about the 
arrangement I had with the bishop . 
“ ‘I don’t care what arrangements 
y ou’v e made with the bishop ,’ he told 
me. 
It’s duty to ring the hell ev ery 
day at the p rop er times and I’m go­ 
ing to ring it.’ 


“That night I ordered my boss to 
burn the church.

Brown say s Mex ican soldiers after­ 
ward shot his eighteen-months-old 
baby to death as it

The Isthmus of Tehauntep ec is the 
narrowest p art of Mex ico, ly ing be­ 
tween the Gulf of Mex ico and the 
Pacific Ocean.

At one time Dr. Brown was forced 
to go to Europ e on business, 
lie and 
liis family left their hacienda near 
Tehauntep ec,

The predomi- 
nenee of opinion here seems to be 
that the great majority of the fruit 
is so far advanced that the frost did 
very little damage, if any at 
ajl. 


Most all of the fruit trees, with the 
exception of the apple, are in full 
bloom and most local growers be- 
lieve that they are beyond damage 
by a frost just as the one which fell 
last night. 


The temperature last night 
was 


very near freezing, but it was not low 
enough to damage any of the fruit, it 
is believed. 
The atmosphere was 


chilled all day today, but the mer- 
cury rose gradually during the morn- 
ing and showed symptoms of getting 
back to normal temperature. The 
average temperature at 
noon was 


sixty degrees. Fair skies are

dicled for tomorrow.

New York)—The news of the landing 
of marines came to Americans in 
Mexico City like a crash of thunder 
from a clear sky.

nz, departing amid the jeers of the 


Mexican crowd upon the platform oE 
the Buena Vista station. 


Huerta had been maintaining the 


strictest order in the city, prohibit- 
ng the formation of crowds and de- 
clining permission to the newspapers 
:o print the fact that Mexico had re- 
fused to salute the American flag. 


Americans had felt perfectly safe 


and had gone about the streets as 
usual, meeting only ugly looks and 
grini remarks. 


Tuesday morning (April 21) at 10 


o'clock a man at the American Club 
received a. code message from Vera 
Cruz, saying that Admiral Fletcher 
mt'ended to land marines 
at Vera 


ruz at noon. The word went like 


wild fire in the American colony. Men 
:elephoned to 
their homes telling 


their wives and children to stay in 
doors until the men 
could reach 


them. The code message wa's soon 
erified by news which 
came over 


railroad wires. 
By noon there was 


a large crowd of men at the cable 
and railroad telegraph offices, wait- 
ing for what news they could get of 
the lauding. I was at the cable office. 


As soon as the news was confirm- 


ed I filed a simple code

Yera Cruz. It got within 14 miles of 
that city and was turned back re- 
turning to Mexico City with its load 
of American;- :>G hours later.. 


The mobs on Tuesday afternoon 


attacked the hotel Porter and Amer- 
ican place, the American club and 
the American consulate, smashing 
windows with stones and yelling for 
Yankee blood. Guests of the Ameri- 
can hotels were forced out, without 
getting their belongings. The Ameri- 
can Club was abandoned. Americans 
took shelter in private houses.

There are two popular 
ways in 


which to raise poultry, the "intensive 
system" and the "colony system." 
The first of these aims to save steps, 
and accomplishes this purpose. Long 
stationary houses are used. It is 
easier, however, to keep the 
birds 


healthy and to reproduce the slock 
under the second system. 


Under the colony system the birds 


are allowed free range, the houses, 
which hold about 100 hens each, be- 
ing placed from 
200 lo 
_!50 
feet 


apart, so thai the slock will not kill 
the grass. 
This 
system 
may 
be 


adapted to severe winter conditions 
by drawing the colon}- houses togeth- 
er in a convenient, place at the be- 
ginning of winter, thus reducing the 
labor during the cold months. 
The 


first system is more suited for hens 
used solely for the production of 
market eggs than for those used to 
breed stock. 


Fences mean an outlay of money, 


and this outlay is more or less con- 
tinuous, as they must be maintained 
after being installed. 
There should 


be as few fences as possible dividing 
the lots and the yards, as land can 
be kept "sweet" more easily if not 
fenced,' and fresh, sweet land is it 
valuable asset in poultry raising. 


'On good soil, a greensward may be 


kept np by allowing 200.>to 250 
.square feet of land per bird. This 
means 217 or 174 birds per acre. 
Alore space is necessary on poor or 
light land. A largeiMiuiaber. of fowls 


are usually kept lo the acre where 
double yards are used and the him 
i.- frequently cultivated. 
Plymouth

breeds in small yards require fences 
5 to li feet high, while a fence (i to 7 
feet high is necessary for leghorns. 
The upper 2 feet of the fence for the

Use a 
priming coal 


made of equal parts of paint and 
linseed oil and cover with one or 
more coats of paint, which should be 
thoroughly rubbed into the surface. 


Whitewash is Hie cheapest of all 


paints, and may be used cither for 
exterior or interior surfaces. It can 
be made by slaking about 10 pounds 
of quicklime in a pail with 2 gallons 
of water, covering the pail with a 
cloth or burlap and allowing it to 
slake for one hour. Water is then 
added to bring the whitewash to a 
•onsistcncy which may be applied 
readily. 


A weatherproof whitewash for ex- 


:eiior .surfaces may be made as fol- 
lows: (1) Slake 1 bushel of quick- 
lime in 12 gallons of hot water; (2) 
dissolve 2 pounds of common salt 
and 1 pound of sulphate of /cine in 
2 gallons of boiling water; pour (2) 
into (1), then add 2 gallons of skim 
niiik and mix thoroughly.

obtained 


on short notice. 


Twenty five organizations 
either 


appeared through their representa- 
tives or filed briefs including organi- 
zations of manufacturers, labor re- 
presentatives, social 
workers 
and 


educators. 


The commission is working hard at 


the job of completing a report em- 
bodying the best views of the country 
before June. 
The members 
of 
the 


commission are serving without com- 
pensation and they are aiming to set 
a precedent for future commissions 
to follow by making a report on time 
and by keeping within the appropri- 
ation granted. 


The subject of vocational educa- 


tion has been widely investigated and 
the commission 
believes 
that 
its 


function is to clarify Hie vast amount 
of material alrady gathered instead 
of trying to create new additions to 
them as of such literature. The re- 
port will clearly set forth the needs 
for. vocational education and sug- 
gest plans by which it may be effect-
